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From  the 

Rabbi's  Desk 

Some  of  you  may  recall  that  I  wrote 
about  Franz  Rosenzweig,  one  of  the 
greatest  Jewish  philosophers  and 
scholars  of  the  20th  century,  in  last 
December’s  Bulletin :  In  1912,  he 
encountered  a  distant  relative,  who  was 
on  his  way  to  becoming  a  significant  Protestant 

theologian.  Out  of 
his  own  highly 
literate  and 
passionate  faith, 
this  relative 
challenged 
Rosenzweig  to 
defend  his  nominal 
Jewishness  or 
convert.  Having 
made  the  decision 
to  convert,  he 
attended  High  Holy  Day  services  in  a  small 
Orthodox  synagogue  in  Berlin  for  one  last  time, 
but  he  came  out  of  this  prayerful  experience 
reversing  his  decision.  He  now  declared  that  he 
knew  himself  to  be  a  Jew;  that  the  Jew  does  not 
need  to  seek  God,  for  he  is  already  with 
God;  and  that  he  intended  henceforth  to 
recover  Judaism  for  himself  and,  possibly, 
for  others  like  him.  The  circumstances 
under  which  this  “return”  to  Judaism 
occurred  had  a  tremendous  effect  upon 
Rosenzweig,  leading  him  to  begin  writing 
his  magnum  opus,  The  Star  of  Redemption, 
while  serving  in  the  German  Army’s  trenches 
during  World  War  I,  and  continuing  to 
influence  his  increasingly  observant  lifestyle 
until  his  tragic  death  from  ALS. 

Rosenzweig  has  much  to  teach  us  about 
The  Spark  Within  Us  (last  year’s  theme)  as  well 
as  Prayer  and  Practice  (this  year’s  theme). 
Something  about  the  prayer  service  he 
witnessed  moved  him  in  a  profound  and 
powerful  way,  and  set  him  on  a  trajectory  that 
embraced  greater  and  greater  observance. 
Rosenzweig  declared  that,  in  principle,  he  was 
open  to  all  religious  practice,  once  he  studied 
it,  understood  it  and  could  justify  it.  When 
asked  if  he  was  observing  a  particular  precept, 
he  either  answered  “yes”  or  “not  yet”.  And 
Rosenzweig’s  philosophy  of  “not  yet”  has 
become  a  pattern  to  emulate  for  many  Jews. 

Who  can  argue  with  this  philosophy?  It  is 
deliberate,  methodical  and  demonstrates  a

ark  Avenue  Synagogue  is  a  very 
special  congregation.  To  give  you 
an  example,  a  few  months  ago, 
one  of  our  senior  congregants, 
Harry  Kreiger,  fell  while  walking 
on  86th  Street.  Ruben  Cohen,  a 
Rabbi  Judah 
Nadich  High 
School  graduate 
and  now  a 
sophomore  in 
college,  recognized 
him  and  rushed  to 
help  him.  He  called 
an  ambulance  and 
his  mother,  Nadine 
Habousha 
Cohen.  Together  all 
three  generations  went  to  the  hospital. 
After  the  initial  diagnosis,  Marlene 
Muskin  took  over  the  care  needed  to 
assure  Mr.  Kreiger’s  recovery.  A  few 
weeks  ago,  he  returned  to  the  Synagogue, 
and  his  arrival  was  rejoiced  by  all. 

I  think  about  this  story  and  many  like 
it  where  congregants  take  care  of  and  are 
responsible  for  one  another.  Calls  are 
made  when  someone  isn’t  in  shul  for  a 
week,  food  is  delivered  to  a  family  in  a 
time  of  crisis,  medical  care  is  always 
arranged  when  needed,  a  congregant 


walks  to  pick  up  another  congregant  to 
bring  him  or  her  to  shul  on  Shabbat.  The 
loving  efforts  of  the  Bikur  Cholim 
Committee  and  the  countless  kind 
gestures  of  so  many  of  our  members 
should  make  all  of  you  feel  proud  that  you 
have  chosen  to  be  a  part  of  this 
congregation. 

In  February  our  community  suffered  a 
great  loss  when  our  oldest  and  longest- 


standing  member,  Helen  Hahn,  passed 
away.  She  sat  in  the  fourth  row  on  Lhe  aisle 
(a  special  plaque  placed  on  the  occasion  of 
her  100th  birthday  marks  the  location) 
and  each  week  when  she  arrived  you  knew 
that  you  were  seeing  a  true  woman  of 
valor.  I  have  asked  Floy  Kaminiski  to  write 
about  her.

My  Friend,  Helen  Hahn 

uring  the  past  eleven  years,  I  have  had 
the  privilege  of  building  a  relationship 
with  a  unique  and  wonderful  woman 
who  was  45  years  my  senior,  Helen 
Hahn.  I  began  visiting  her  regularly  in  f988.  1 
was  the  youngest  guest  at  her  90th  birthday 
party  sponsored  by  Sisterhood  at  The  Town 
Club.  She  was  the  oldest  guest  at  my  son 
Matthew’s  Bar  Mitzvah,  seated  at  the  table  with 
my  parents  and  close  relatives.  We  had  weekly 
lunches  of  tuna  fish  sandwiches  and  long 
reminisences  of  Synagogue  history.  When  1 
told  her  I  had  invited  Orthodox  friends  to  my 
home  for  dinner,  she  lent  me  a  beautiful  set  of 
etched  glass  dishes  to  ensure  that  I  could 
provide  a  Kosher  setting.  For  me,  she  assumed 
the  role  of  Jewish  grandma,  confidante, 
sounding  board,  and  loving  friend. 

Helen  had  a  zest  for  life  that  allowed  her  to 
enjoy  things  great  and  small.  Shabbat  services 


filled  her  with  awe;  the  sight  of  smiling 
children  in  the  Sanctuary  gave  her  great 
pleasure.  She  was  quick  to  laugh  in  a 
humorous  moment,  and  just  as  tender  when 
called  upon.  Always  willing  to  give  of  herself, 
she  maintained  relationships  with  family  and 
friends,  even  as  her  sight  and  hearing  failed. 

Helen  taught  me  many  things,  both  spoken 
and  unspoken.  Her  love  of  Judaism,  her 
dedicated  life  of  service  to  the  Synagogue,  her 
wisdom  about  people,  and  her  determination 
to  maintain  independence  well  into  her  100th 
year,  set  an  example  of  a  life  well-lived.  In 
June,  we  celebrated  her  birthday  with  a  special 
Shabbat  service. 

On  February  2,  she  died  peacefully,  in  her 
own  home,  with  a  firm  conviction  that  she  was 
joining  those  she  so  loved  who  had  gone 
before  her. 

May  her  memory  remain  for  a  blessing.

serious  and  strong  commitment  to  Judaism. 

Still,  this  approach  has  two  weaknesses. 

For  most  of  us,  “not  yet”  is  just  a  more  polite 
way  of  saying  “no”  or  “not  ever”;  few  of  us 
have  either  the  will  or  the  self-discipline  of  a 
Franz  Rosenzweig  to  sustain  such  an  effort. 
“Not  yet”  also  fails  to  recognize  the  possibility 
that  not  all  things  can  be  studied  or 
dissected — that,  in  large  measure,  ritual 
contains  intrinsic  beauty  and  meaning  that 
cannot  be  discerned  by  peering  in  from  the 
outside.  Sometimes  doing — and  doing  again 
and  again — has  to  precede  understanding. 

Lee  Meyerhoff  Hendler  is  the  author  of  the 
autobiographical  The  Year  Mom  Got  Religion. 


In  it  she  writes  that  this  is  “the  central  lesson 
of  the  Sinaitic  revelation:  God  expected  us  to 
do  before  we  completely  understood,  to 
submit  to  divine  will  in  faith  even  when 
reason  or  feelings  would  have  us  do 
otherwise.  During  High  Holiday  services  in 
1993, 1  was  offered  an  aliyah  again.  This  time 
I  accepted  the  honor,  and  when  I  stood  before 
the  ark,  I  felt  overwhelming  awe.  I  wanted  to 
reach  out  and  touch  the  breastplates,  glittering 
against  the  scrolls.  I  wanted  to  smell  the 
parchment,  touch  the  wood  finials,  nuzzle  the 
needlework.  I  wanted  to  experience  Torah 
with  my  senses  instead  of  my  brain.  Of 
course,  I  did  none  of  these  things.  I  behaved 
with  absolute  propriety.  But  I  was  gripping  my 
machzor  to  keep  my  twitching  fingers  busy. 
Later  that  day,  I  asked  a  friend  what  the 


Hebrew  letters  mounted  inside  the  ark  meant. 
‘Know  before  whom  you  stand,’  he  said,  ‘for 
you  are  standing  in  the  presence  of  the  Lord.’ 
Tears  welled  up  involuntarily.  1  had  actually 
felt  the  meaning — a  gift  I  would  never  have 
received  if  I  had  continued  claiming  I  had 
to  wait  to  do  it  until  I  was  ‘ready.’” 
[emphasis  added] 

What  are  we  waiting  for? 

Your  rabbis,  cantors  and  educators  are 
ready  and  eager  to  guide  you  on  this 
spiritual  journey,  whatever  your  starting 
point  may  be,  to  wherever  it  may  end. . . 
Passover,  with  its  abundance  of  customs, 
rituals  and  observances,  is  a  great  place 
to  start!

News  From  Our  Schools 


Congregational  School

The  Israeli  Bustan  Seminar 


In  January,  1  went  to  Israel  for  a  semi¬ 
nar  with  the  Feadership  Institute  for 
Congregational  School  Principals.  I 
would  like  to  share  with  you  some  of 
the  seminar  goals. 

“For  God  brings  you  into  a  good  land, 
a  land  of  brooks  of  water,  of  fountains  and 
depths,  springing  forth  in  valleys  and 
hills;  a  land  of  wheat  and  barley,  and 
vines  and  fig-trees  and  pomegranates;  a 


land  of  olive-trees  and  honey.” 
(Deuteronomy  8:7-8). 

Bustan  is  the  word  in  both  Hebrew  and 
Arabic  describing  a  fragrant  garden.  The 
bustan  is  a  functional  garden  designed  to 
cater  for  the  needs  of  a  family  household, 
and  therefore  includes  fruit  trees,  vegetables 
and  herbs.  The  internal  arrangement  of  the 
Bustan  reflects  on  the  particular  household 
and  its  residents.  The  Israeli  Bustan  is  a 
metaphor  for  the  variety  of  “fruits,” 

“vegetables”  and 
“herbs”  in 
contemporary 
Israel,  and  the 
family  household, 
in  this  context, 
represents  Israeli 
society  today  -  as 
an  integral  part  of 
world  Jewry. 

During  the 
Israeli  Bustan 
seminar,  we  were 
invited  to  take  an 


active  journey  through  this  Bustan, 
experience  its  variety  from  a  Jewish 
Educational  perspective,  while  grappling 
with  the  question  of  “household”  -  the  role 
Israel  plays  in  our  Jewish  educational 
environments.  The  Seminar  goals  were  to: 

•  Challenge  the  place  of  Israel  among 

our  personal  Jewish  educational 
leadership  priorities. 

•  Explore  ways  that  we  can  strengthen 

the  connection  with  Israel  in  our 
communities. 

•  Appreciate  how  the  learning  of 

Hebrew  can  be  utilized  as  both  a 
value  and  a  skill. 

•  Study  Israel  while  using  its  sites  as 

‘living  texts’. 

•  Enrich  ourselves  with  creative 

educational  methods  and 
approaches. 

•  Challenge  ourselves  with  the  value  of 

“Jewish  Peoplehood”  through 
personal  and  professional  meetings 
with  Israelis. 

•  Experience  multi-faceted  education, 

demonstrating  the  use  of  multiple 
intelligences. 

The  Seminar  was  a  great  experience. 
Now  we  have  to  work  together  to 
implement  these  ideas  in  our  school  and 
in  our  community. 
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each  week  and  wait  outside  in  the 
cold,  sometimes  for  hours,  before  the 
Pantry  opens,  know  our  kids  by  name, 
and  our  kids  know  them.  You  would 
hear  our  students  ask  our  clients  about 
their  week  or  their  family  and  in 
return  the  clients  ask  our  kids  about 
school  and  about  volunteers  who 
might  be  missing  that  week.  The 
investment  that  they  demonstrate  in 
each  other  is  at  least  as  touching  as  the 
actual  distribution. 

Our  students  maintain  their  own 
inventory,  place  orders,  package  the 
food  bags  and  manage  a  database  of 
well  over  200  clients  and  over  30 
volunteers.  It  is  an  enterprise  that 
belies  the  fact  that  it  is  run  by  High 
School  students.  Their  hard  work, 
dedication  and  caring  are  an 
impressive  representation  of  our 
Synagogue  and  the  best  of  our 

community. 

I  hope  you
